Itmight at that time have been cut 
down at least 
one-third, 
and still 


netted a haudsorae 
profit. 
But the 


legislature following the election of 
1898 changed 
the law. 
Instead 
of 


the complete great register being 
embodied in the printed form, only 
an index is required. 
Instead of 25 


columns 
the 
work is cut down to 


fivecolumns. 
This was done for the 


very purpose of avoiding the great 
expense ofprinting the register in 
full. But inAmador 
the change in 


the law has not 
had 
the desired 


effect of a modification of the price. 
Ifthe register of 1900 
was paid for 


at the schedule 
price, 
we have no 


hesitation in saying that it was an 
outrage and a fraud upon the tax- 
payers of Amador 
county. It was 


fully $650 over and above a fair and 
just price. 
The present board of 


supervisors 
should 
see 
to it that 


such an extortion is not practiced 
this year. 
We hope they willrealize 


the 
necessity 
of reconsidering 
the

whereby 
the /printing rates 


were established 
on the old time 


basis, and revise them so as to meet 
the exigencies of laws which were 
passed expressly for economizing in 
the matter of printing the 
great 


register. 
There 
are other 
items, 


including the most expensive in the 
category of printing in connection 
with elections, that are entirely un- 
covered 
by the 
schedule 
of rates. 


The articles referred to are required 
every two years,

authentic times has there been such 
a sudden, 
complete, 
and appalling 


transition from a bustling city toa 
sepulchre. 
In the presence 
of this 


catastrophe, the worldstands aghast. 
The world has had its buried cities 
before. 
Nineveh and Babylon were 


made uninhabitable, by slowly act- 
ing forces of nature, and gradually 
entombed by the drifting sands of 
the desert. 
The very site of thess 


ruins remained a matter of conjec- 
ture for centuries. 
HeTculaneum 


and Pompeii met a fate somewhat 
similar to this modern disaster, but 
St. Pierre willgo down to history 
as the most terrible illustration bf 
the sudden waking of the hidden de- 
structive forces 
of nature that the 


earth 
has 
witnessed 
in historic 


times. 


The destruction 
of the city of St. 


Pierre in tbe French 
West Indies 


by a volcanic eruption on Mt. Pelee 
isinmany respects the most appal- 
ling event of the kind recorded in 
history. 
The only horror that will 


compare withitis that told insacred 
history when the cities of the plain, 
Sodom and Gomorrah, were blotted 
out by a rainof "fireand brimstone." 
The island of Martinique, which fur- 
nished the scene of this calamity, is 
one of the largest 
and loveliest 
of 


the hundreds of isles that stud 
the 


Carribean 
sea. 
Its principal city 


was St. Pierre, containing some 25,- 
000 inhabitants— about 1000 of whom 
were pure whites, the rest creoles % 
This city stretched 
along the coast 


at the base of Mt.Pelee, whose sum- 
mit towered above it to the height 
of over 4000 feet. Itwas only four 
miles toits peak. 
The crater of an 


extinct volcano existed at its sum- 
mit. 
Its internal 
fires had long 


since been put out, or at least there 
was 
no outward manifestation 
of 


their presence. 
Instead of volcanic 


fires, a placid lake filled the crater. 
This lake was a favorite pleasure re- 
sort of the people of St. Pierre. 
In 


row 
boats and other 
craft 
they 


were accustomed 
to ride over its 


placid waters.

The voice of the American 


nation cried out against 
the cruel- 


ties and oppression practiced by the

and

Phillipines. It willstill cry out in 
trumpet tones against the decree 
to 


make Samar or anyother dependency 
over 
which the flag of the Union

Infact I'"'O-iM surprise many cooks 


to discover how much may be done 
with this apparently 
worthless stock. 
If the rice is cooked In the oriental 
fashion— that Is, boiled only so long 
that each grain comes out of the' pan 
separate 
and not as a sodden 
mass— 


the water when strained off and per- 
mitted to cool willbecome a jelly ap- 
proaching 
the consistency 
of blanc- 


mange. 
To suit the occidental palate 


the water should be flavored with an 
extract or otherwise 
the Jelly 
may 


have rather an Insipid taste. 


Since that time Europeans in the ori- 
ent, following the custom 
of the na- 
tives, have 
given rice water to pa- 


tients, particularly in cases of cholera, 
as a last resort when no other food can 
be retained in the stomach and usually 
with good results. But the natives al- 
ways value this water so highly that it 
is never thrown away. 


It was when the officers were seri- 
ously debating this problem that the 
natives 
approached 
them with what 


was regarded 
as a curious solution of 
the difficulty. If, proposed 
the latter, 
the Europeans took all the rice, they, 
the natives, 
would be quite content 


with the water in whichIt was boiled. 
The suggestion, in place of any better, 
was 
o-.! ptcd. when it was remarked 


that while the Europeans 
found itdif- 


ficult to maintain their strength on full 
rations of rice the natives lost none of 
their stamina by several weeks' dieton 
the 
water. 
When the proposal was 


made, 
the action of the natives was 


praised 
as one of great devotion to 
their superiors, but the sentiment was 
somewhat 
mollified when the discov- 


ery was made that the natives were 
quite aware that the principal nourish- 
ment lay in the water. 


It Is probable that few occidental 


cooks 
who prepare 
rice' in various 


forms for diet are aware that in dls- 
curdiug the water in which Itis boiled 
they are wasting what is regarded by 
the oriental as the most nutritious part 
of the food. This fact was curiously 
proved some years since when a de- 
tachment 
of Europeans 
and 
native 


troops in India found themselves be- 
leaguered in a fort withinsufficient ra- 
tions, even of rice, to enable them to 
bold out until a force could march to 
their relief.
